Your committee believes thai delegates 


and members of Congress are entitled to re- 
ceive the amount of the salaries allowed 
them by law for the period ending Decem- 
ber I, 1389, and not yet received bjt them, 
notwithstanding the fact that on the Jlta 
and 30th ol last November, large sums ol 
money Intended for the payment of said 
salaries, were by the caslUerof the Treasury 
-ilaoed in the hands of C. E. Silcott cash «r 
bt the late gergeant-at-arma, In his official 
capacity, and In the regular course of his 
official business, and were by said Silcott 
Illegally appropriated to his persona use. 
Tour committee believe that the cash lately 
in the vault of the office of the sergeant-at- 
arms includes a sum derived from the de- 
posits of private funds sufficient to pay In 
full the liabilities of said office on account 
of such private deposits, and that said liabil- 
ties ought to be so paid. 


Mr. Holman, in his minority report, 


states that he is unable to concur in the 
opinion expressed by the majority of 
the committee that the sergeant-at- 
arms of the House is a disbursing offi- 
cer of the United States. There ii no 
act of Congress, he avers, that declares 
him to be a disbursing officer or that 
places around the funds that might 
come into his hands the safeguards pro- 
vided by law to protect public funds m 
the hands of a disbursing officer of the 
United States. 


Mr. Holman then discusses the vari- 


ous legal aspects of the case, and oomes 
to the conclusion that the sergeant-at- 
arms is simply an officer of the House 
of Representatives, charged with the 
disbursement of certain funds. 
He 


holds that the bonds of Serge»nt-»t- 
Arms Loedom and Cashier Siloott ex- 
pired with the Fiftieth Congress on 
March 4, 18S9, and that the House was 
without a bonded disbursing 
officer 


when the defalcation occurred. 


Mr. Holman's report is voluminous 


and discusses every phase of the matter 
at length. He states in the course of his 
report that tho members of the House 
will, of course, act in perfect good faith 
towards the public treasury. 
"If in 


their opinion," ho adds, "the sergeant- 
at-arms is a disbursing officer of the 
United States, then it will be held that 
the loss of tho ombezilod money -which 
was under his control must fall on tbe 
Government. If, on the other hand, it is 
found that under tho law he was not a 
disbursing officer but only collected from 
time to time from tho Treasurer of the 
United States for members and dele- 
gates, money duo them on account 
against tho Treasury duly cortiflod, and 
that money thus collected was after- 
wards embezzled it would soem that the 
loss must fall on the frcntloman for 
whom the collections were made, ^o 
technical rules should control in suoh 
an inquiry, nor should irregular meth- 
ods resulting from legislation be recog- 
nized as having tho force of law." 


Mr. Hemphill. in his report, holds 


that tho matter is not one that can be 
settled by Congress on account of its 
complicated state, andreoommonds that 
it be referred to tho Court of Claims for 
settlement.

Immigration Matters at the Port o! New 


York. 


W\SIIINOTON, Jan. 14.—The report of 


Mr Hepburn, solicitor of the Treasury, 
giving the results of his recent investi- 


of immigration matters at the 


port of New York was given, out last 
night. The solicitor, after reviewing 
the methods of the State Board of Emi- 
gration Commissioners in supervising 
immigration at that port and the opera- 
tion of National and State laws govern- 
ing the same, says that tho examina- 
tions of the board to detect pauper and 
contract-labor immigrants arn impar- 
fect, and tho action of the board in di- 
recting necessary supervision of affairs 
there is frequently shamefully delayed. 
Tho occupation of Castle Garden for the 
landing of immigrants is not a necessity, 
as tho largo office, could be used for that 
purpose. 


Tho solicitor, after a thorough exam- 


ination of the matter, reaches the con- 
clusion that the contract with the board 
of immigration should lie terminated 
and that tho wholi' supervision of the 
Contract Labor law and of the immigra- 
tion laws should b» placed under the 
direction of a. treasury official—tho col- 
lector of the port.
